This Thursday, the price of oii hit a new high of $1 35 a barrei. Hours eariier, Portugai’s dominant fuei suppiier and retaiier Gaip announced the 
20*'^ price increase at its fuei stations in 21 weeks, ieaving the price per iitre of unieaded fuei at just under €1 .50, whiie diesei ciimbed to €1 .42 a 
iitre. With an increasing number of ambuiances, fire departments and consumers refueiing across the border, where savings are as much as 30 
cents a iitre. Prime Minister Jose Socrates said on Wednesday evening that it wouid be “irresponsibie” to reduce taxes on fuei prices - even 
when fuei in Britain is currentiy cheaper by 10 cents a iitre. In an attempt to force iower fuei at the pumps, e-maiis and text messages are being 
circuiated caiiing for a boycott at major fuei stations, whiie in some instances, even petroi attendants are teiiing motorists to adhere to “stay- 
away” action caiied on specific dates.

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Portugal amongst world’s mostpeaceful countries 


Of the ten most peaceful coun- 
tries in the world, amongst which 
Portugal ranks seventh, only one 
is not European, Japan, accord- 
ing to the Global Peace Index 


(GPI). 

Compiled by the Australian 
Institute for Economy and Peace, 
based on data from British maga- 
zine ‘The Economist’s’ intelli- 
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gence unit, the GPI has revealed 
that this year Portugal climbed 
three places on the top-ten list, 
to seventh place, in comparison 
to 2007. 

Despite not even featuring on 
last year ’ s listing, the poll shows 
that Iceland is the most peaceful 
country in the world, going 
straight to first place. Japan, the 
only non-European country 
amongst the top ten, ranks fifth. 

At the opposite end of the 
scale, the most violent country is 
Iraq, followed by Somalia, Sudan, 
Afghanistan and Israel respec- 
tively. 

On a global note, from 2007 to 


2008, the report determines the 
world has become “slightly more 
peaceful”. 

“It is encouraging but we need 
smaller, individually taken steps 
for each country, so the world can 
progress on the road to peace”, 
said Steve Killelea, Australian 
philanthropist and creator of 
Global Peace Index. 

The GPI places Portugal as the 
most passive country in South- 
ern Europe, ahead of countries 
like Italy, and Spain. 

On a scale of one to five, Por- 
tugal has been classed as a two 
with regards to being a potential 
target for terrorism. 
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Socrates’ declaration was 
voiced in a press conference dur- 
ing an EU/Latin American and 
Caribbean summit. 

“This is good news”, he said, 
referring to the 0.8 per cent drop, 
something that has “not hap- 
pened since the year 2000”. 
Chain-effect unemployment has 
also lessened, by 0.2 per cent. 

Even though progress is being 
made. Prime Minister Socrates 
has said he is still “not entirely 
happy” with the situation. 

However, despite interna- 
tional factors not being entirely 


In related news, it has been re- 
vealed that more than half of cur- 
rently unemployed individuals, 
have been looking for employ- 
ment for over a year, according to 
the National statistic Institute 
(INE). 

In the first trimester of 2008, 
427,000 people were docu- 
mented as being on the job mar- 
ket, 9. 1 per cent less than in 2007. 

Of these, 221,800 had been 
looking for aj ob for more than one 
year. The Government has pre- 
dicted that unemployment 
should be reduced to 7 . 6 per cent 
by the end of this year. 


Lack of graves resulting 
in double burials 

The chronic shortage of graves at a cemetery in Guarda 
is forcing double burials in the same grave and the sale 
of previously acquired burial spaces to third parties. 


Aldeia de Gata cemetery, in 
Guarda Council, is at full capac- 
ity and Casal de Ginza Parish 
can only see one solution, to 
enlarge the area of the cem- 
etery. 

But according to Rui 
Gongalves, fi'om the Irmandade 
da Senhora da Piedade, the cem- 
etery has fifty graves, but only 
two are available. 

“Wehave two free graves and 
we have been fixing the prob- 
lem by undertaking two buri- 
als in the same grave, burying 
bodies (in the same grave) with- 
out completing the necessary 
seven-year post-death period, 
and by exchanging graves be- 
tween families”. 


In the last two years they 
have had to dig three graves 
deeper so two caskets could fit, 
sometimes with great difficulty 
as solid rock lied beneath. 

Rui Gongalves ’ main concern 
is the fact that 90 percent of the 
village’s population is over 60 
and many people that no longer 
live there would like to be bur- 
ied in the place where they were 
bom. 

Casal de Ginza Parish Presi- 
dent, Jose Rabaga, when con- 
tacted by Lusa, said “It is our 
objective to create a new plot 
with around 30 graves”, but it 
can only be done after constmc- 
tion of an access road is com- 
pleted, he claims. 
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Smoking ban sees teenage alcohol consumption soar 



A European study has revealed a disturbing trend amongst Portuguese 
youths’ drinking habits. It claims that, since the introduction of the 
smoking ban on January 1®^this year, alcohol consumption within the 16- 
30 age group has soared to an all-time high. 


These findings were confirmed 
by Sandra Simoes, assistant man- 
ager of Lisbon’ s popular riverside 
bar ‘Havana’, who admitted that 
alcohol consumption has risen by 
“possibly more than 50 per cent” 
since the ban was imposed at the 
beginning of the year. 

“Since the ban, alcohol con- 
sumption has shot up”, she told 
newspaper Expresso, “and it is 
the girls who are drinking more, 
to compensate for not being able 
to have a cigarette in their hand”. 

Havana is one of two Docas 
bars, along with neighbouring 
Hawaii bar, which chose to im- 
plement the ban. 

Sandra also explained how 
rainy nights have now become the 
most profitable. 

“Smokers, who normally col- 


lect outside the bar, now instead 
invade the bar”. 

The study’s findings also de- 
termined that it is in Lisbon where 
teenagers spend the longest 
amount of time on a night out, on 
average six hours per night, visit- 
ing at least three different venues, 
including cafes, bars and clubs. 

Lisbon’s teen set spend 
around €25 euros per night, much 
more than in Oporto or Coimbra, 
where youths spend an average 
of € 1 4 and j ust under € 1 0 respec- 
tively. 

This European study was cor- 
roborated by a report carried out 
by Expresso, based on inquires 
posed to 1 ,400 youths, aged be- 
tween 16 and 30, from ten Portu- 
guese cities, on their nights out 
between 2007 and 2008. 


Expresso ’s research found 
that in one venue in Coimbra, 
since the anti-tobacco law came 
into force, alcohol sales had 
climbed by 42 per cent. 

However, night club repre- 
sentatives have refuted the find- 
ings from both studies, saying 
that sales are down in that par- 
ticular type ofvenue, andnotjust 
because of the anti-smoking law. 

Francisco Tadeu, secretary 
for the National Night Club As- 
sociation, and Antdnio F onseca, 
of the Association for Bars in 
Oporto’ s historic area, have both 
contested the studies, by arguing 
“Cigarettes increase the need for 
alcohol. Banning cigarettes, on 
the other hand, makes patrons 
lose their appetite for drinking 
alcohol”. 



Police investigate two new missing children’s cases each day 


On average, Portugal’s PJ 
police investigate two new 
cases of missing children every 
day, the majority of which are 
later found to be run-aways. On 
a yearly basis 750 disappear- 
ances are investigated, those 
being mostly young girls aged 
between 14 and 17, the cases 
taking an average five days to 
solve. 

These numbers were revealed 


this week during a conference 
held in Lisbon focusing on the 
safety and protection of chil- 
dren using theinternet, and in- 
clude many cases of minors who 
run away from home on a regu- 
lar basis. 

However, a number of disap- 
pearances are related to sex 
crimes, which are being carried 
out, on an increasing scale, via 
theinternet. 


The conference was held as 
part of initiatives organized by 
the lAC Child Support Insti- 
tute, to raise awareness of In- 
ternational Missing Minors’ 
Day. 

According to Manuela 
Fanes, chairwoman of the lAC, 
the problem of missing chil- 
dren is a complex phenomenon, 
and it does not suffice just im- 
proving the protection of 


sexual abuse victims, it is also 
necessary to prevent situa- 
tions. 

In the USA, some 2,000 chil- 
dren are reported missing every 
day, in France this number 
drops significantly to 100. 

In most cases the child is 
found and returned to its fam- 
ily safe and well, though a “glo- 
bal and trans-national” re- 
sponse is still needed, defends 


the chairwoman, who also 
stressed police cooperation 
within Europe is crucial. 

However, it appears that 
Portuguese police are having 
growing difficulty in combat- 
ing Internet-related sex crimes 
against minors, mainly due to 
a delay in transposing to Por- 
tuguese law a EU directive that 
will allow Internet Service pro- 
viders (ISP) to retain users ’ in- 


formation for determined peri- 
ods of time. 

Dating from 2002, this Eu- 
ropean directive is currently in 
the final stages of discussion in 
Parliament. 

It will be adopted for one 
year, during which telecommu- 
nication companies will be 
asked to store all information 
circulating on their Internet- 
access-providing ISPs.

fuel is 10 cents a litre cheaper in 
Britain than it is in Portugal. 

But speaking in Parliament on 
Wednesday, Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates said reducing taxes lev- 
ied on fuel would have “horrible” 
effects on the economy. 

Before taxes, a litre of unleaded 
fuel costs around 58 cents a litre, 
while diesel costs 7 1 cents a litre. 

In Spain, these figures differ by 
less than a cent per litre for both 
unleaded and diesel when com- 
pared with Portugal. 

But the Prime Minister, when 
questioned over cutting fuel taxes, 
responded by asking: “Do you 
think it is right that those who do 
not have cars finance the petrol of 
those who do have a car?” 

While he ruled out a reduction 
in taxes charged on fuel at the 
pumps, Jose Socrates said: “The 
Government is very concerned at 
rising fuel prices, as it is bad for 
the economy, hurting businesses 
andfamihes”. 

Despite calling for an urgent 
investigation into the existence of 
fuel cartels in Portugal (see last 
week’ s edition of The Portugal 
News) no report has been forth- 
coming. 

Nonetheless, the Prime Minis- 
ter told Parhament on Wednesday 
that his cabinet’s top priority is 
to “provide guarantees to the 
country that competition does in 
fact exist among fuel suppliers”. 

Earlier this week, the chairman 
of Galp, Ferreira de Oliveira, pre- 
dicted the closure of several fuel 
stations in the coming months. 

In the first quarter of the year, 
Galp closed ten of its more than 
800 stations, claiming more clo- 
sures will follow, especially at 
border towns due to the low 
prices on offer in Spain. 

In addition, traditional fuel sta- 
tions are also facing increased 
competition from so-called su- 
permarket fuel stations. 

While these stations only rep- 
resented three percent of the mar- 
ket in 2004, their share of the mar- 
ket has now risen to ten percent, 
and with prices that are up to ten 
cents a litre cheaper, their quota is 
set to continue to rise as motor- 
ists start counting their cents. 

In a related development, 20 
separate fishing unions have or- 
dered industrial action that will 
start on May 30* and will run in- 
definitely.

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Opposition parties have this 
week agreed in unison that there

As the price of oil hit a record 
high, Libya’ s top oil official admit- 
ted this Thursday that it could 
soon reach $200. 

The latest surge in oil prices, 
which will only be reflected at Por- 
tuguese fuel stations in mid-sum- 
mer, is being blamed on dwindling 
stocks in the United States, cou- 
pled with that country’ s weaken- 
ing currency. Speculators have 
also been receiving some of the 
blame for the spiraling prices. 

The current price of oil is more 
than double what it was this time 
last year. 

While pushing petrol prices 
higher, more expensive oil is fuel- 
ling inflation in Portugal and the 
European Unionby making it cost- 
lier to transport goods such as 
food. 

The airline industry has also 


been dealt a severe blow, and Por- 
tuguese national airline TAP Air 
Portugal announced on Thursday 
morning it is to increase fuel 
charges. 

On European flights, the fuel 
surcharge is to increase by ten per- 
cent to 32 euros, while long-haul 
flights will suffer a similar propor- 
tional rise, up from 100 to 110 
euros. 

In Portugal, the government 
and fuel companies are adamant 
the rising cost of fuel at the pumps 
is out of their hands. 

However, Spanish motorists, 
despite seeing the cost of fuel rise 
there by around 12 percent, still 
pay up to 30 cents less than their 
Portuguese neighbours. 

In Britain, traditionally one of 
the costlier places to refuel a car, 
unleaded fuel was averaging 
1 12.55p a litre on Thursday.

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S.A. envoy urges Portuguese welfare groups to assist 

Portugal’s top diplomat in Johannesburg has called for 
Portuguese welfare and solidarity groups operating in the 
South African city to offer assistance to victims of ethnic 
violence that has left over 20 migrant workers from other 
African countries dead. 

Speaking earlier this week at 
Portugal’s consulate in Johan- 
nesburg, Manuel Gomes Samuel 
said more than ten solidarity 
groups of Portuguese expatriates 
were ready to offer blankets, 
clothing and food to the thou- 
sands of Mozambicans, 

Angolans, Zimbabweans and 
other African migrant workers, 
who have lost all their posses- 
sions in the violence. 

Many of these people have 
sought refuge in police stations 
in Johannesburg and its sur- 


rounding townships in recent 
days in the wake of deadly at- 
tacks that have left 23 migrant 
workers dead, according to me- 
dia reports. 

Maputo officials confirmed 
Tuesday that six Mozambicans 
were among those to perish in the 
anti-foreign violence unleashed 
by knife and machete- wielding 
South African mobs in recent 
days. Around 50,000 
Mozambican miners work in gold 
mines around Johannesburg.

In the early hours of 
Sunday morning, 
during Faro’s 
Semana Academica, 
three individuals 
were arrested and 
another three 
identified, aged from 
15 to 19, for robbery. 

The trio arrested were, a 
19 year old male and two 18 
year old females, and had in 
their possession fourteen 
mobile phones, several 
empty wallets, digital cam- 
eras and fifty euros in cash. 
Another three males, two 
eighteen year olds and one 
fifteen year old, were iden- 
tified by the PSP as suspects 
in the robberies, but were not 
arrested as they did not have 
any stolen items on them. 

They worked together as 
a gang, with the same modus 
operandi, selecting people 
with top of the range phones, 
they simulated a ruckus and 
then stole the items using 
violence. They were caught 
after police intervened 
when one of the victims was 
pinned to the ground by his 
neck. 

The 600 police officers 
mobilised for the week long 
event arrested 19 people, fif- 
teen for driving under the 
influence of alcohol, one for 
assaulting a police officer 
and three for robbery. 


EU ou tlin es 
response to mitigate 
effects of rising 
global food prices 

The European Commission this week adopted measures 
setting out potential policy responses to mitigate the effects 
of rising global food prices. The document will be 
discussed at the European Council on 19-20 June. 


The Communication pre- 
sented by the EC analyses struc- 
tural and cyclical factors and pro- 
poses a three-pronged policy re- 
sponse, including short-term 
measures in the context of the 
Health Check of the Common 
Agricultural Policy and in the 
monitoring of the retail sector; 
initiatives to enhance agricultural 
supply and ensure food security 
including the promotion of sus- 
tainable future generations of 
biofuels; and initiatives to con- 
tribute to the global effort to 
tackle the effects of price rises on 
poor populations. 

Commission President Jose 


Manuel Barroso stated: “The 
European Union has reacted rap- 
idly to the sudden surge in food 
prices. We are dealing with aprob- 
lem that has many root causes 
and many consequences . ” 

He added: “So we need to act 
on several fronts at the same time 
to address them. The possible 
policy responses we put on the 
table today complement the meas- 
ures we have already taken. The 
Commission calls on Member 
States to give a united European 
response to this global challenge. 
We will coordinate our response 
with our international partners 
within the UN and the G8”. 


Clearer rules on time- 
share holidays for EU 

The time-share holiday rights of some 1 .5 million 
European families will soon be better protected. A draft 
EU directive, unanimously approved by the EU internal 
market committee on Monday, updates rules that are 14 
years old so as to address consumer concerns and 
revitalise a business that is performing below potential. 


Time-share deals, which al- 
low buyers to occupy holiday 
accommodation for specific 
periods in alternation with oth- 
ers, have won millions of takers 
worldwide since the 1970s. 
They are often sold as a cost- 
effective alternative to renting, 
hotels or a second residence. 
According to data from the Or- 
ganisation for Timeshare inEu- 
rope (OTE), in 2001 there were 
1 .452 million holiday centres in 
25 European countries, 1 .4 mil- 
lion families using this kind of 
accommodation and 200,000 
Europeans employed in this 
sector, with sales totalling €2.3 


billion per year.”Since 1994, an 
EU directive has helped to har- 
monise time-share rules across 
the EU, but litigation between 
operators and holidaymakers is 
still frequent, notably about con- 
ditions and quality of service. 

Eurthermore, new holiday 
products and services, similar to 
time share, but not covered by 
the directive, have emerged. 
These include new types of holi- 
day clubs giving holidaymakers 
reductions in the cost of their 
stays if they take out a subscrip- 
tion. Some of these new con- 
tracts clearly circumvent con- 
sumer protection rules.

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Finland and UK 
want Portuguese 
passport control 
system 



Earlier this week, Minister for Home Affairs, Rui Pereira revealed that 
two European countries not belonging to the Schengen treaty, namely 
Finland and the UK, could adopt the Portuguese RAPID system for 
passport and passenger control. 


Speaking at Oporto’s Sa 
Carneiro Airport, during the in- 
auguration of a RAPID-control- 
led terminal, the minister further 
revealed that Germany, the 
Czech Republic and Switzerland 
have all demonstrated interest in 


adopting the as-yet exclusively 
Portuguese system. 

Oporto’s airport was the lat- 
est Portuguese airport to intro- 
duce the pioneering RAPID 
processing system, which was 
designed and developed by Por- 


Lisbon to have black 


spot map 

The most dangerous areas to 
drive in the Lisbon district will 
be marked on a specific map. 
Using the 2007 Accident Re- 
port as a reference for the black 
spots, the map should be con- 
cluded by the end of the year. 

“The aim is to point out the 
places where most accidents 
occur, with fatalities, and pe- 
destrian accidents, and under- 
stand the reason for the con- 
centration of accidents in those 
locations” said Dalila Araujo, 
Civil Governor of Lisbon. The 
map will be handed out to spe- 


cific entities in the hope that the 
situation can be resolved. 

Last year 105 people died on 
Lisbon roads and 484 were se- 
riously injured, in over 1 1,000 
accidents. 

Road Safety National Strat- 
egy predicts a 50 percent de- 
crease in the number of fatalities 
with this new map. “Statistics 
tell us that speeding, driving 
under the influence of alcohol 
and drugs, and not wearing 
seatbelts are the main reasons 
for accidents in the district” said 
Dalila Araujo. 
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tuguese company VisionBox and 
is based on specialised optical- 
recogtion systems. 

Before the end of summer an- 
other two airports (Ponta 
Delgada and Lajes, both in the 
Azores, on the islands of S. 
Miguel and Terceira) will also 
have the equipment, followed by 
the ports of Lisbon and Funchal. 

To date the Portuguese air- 
ports of Lisbon, Faro and 
Funchal all have the equipment, 
which by processing passport- 
carriers personal information in 
automatic and biometric format 
can verify and process passen- 
gers in under 20 seconds.

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Portugal approves six-year implementation 
of standardised Portuguese spelling 



The Portuguese parliament has overwhelmingly approved a protocol to 
the Lusophone bloc’s Orthographic Accord, giving its blessing to 
implementing the standardisation of Portuguese spelling over a period 
of six years. 


The protocol to the accord, 
which Lisbon ratified in 1991, 
also opened the way for East 
Timor to join the process of 
standardizing the language. 

The Asian country had not yet 
gained its independence from In- 
donesian occupation when the 
Community of Portuguese Lan- 
guage Countries (CPLP) drafted 
the accord in 1990. 

With few exceptions, the pro- 
tocol gained the support of most 
lawmakers from the ruhng Social- 
ist party, the main opposition 
Social Democrats and the small 
Left Bloc party. 

Communist and ‘green’ MPs 
voted against the move, as did 
some from the rightist Popular 
Party. 

Veteran Socialist MP Manuel 
Alegre, a poet, broke with his 
party to vote against the measure, 
which over time will make Por- 
tuguese spelling more like the 
Brazilian version of the language. 

A number of lawmakers from 


several parties abstained. 

Ahead of the vote. Culture 
Minister Jose Antonio Pinto 
Ribeiro said implementation of a 
multilateral accord was “essen- 
tial” for the internationalisation 
of the language. 

“It isn’t possible to have a 
policy of affirmation and inter- 
nationalisation of the Portuguese 
language” in world forums, like 
the United Nations and the Eu- 
ropean Union, “without a stand- 
ard form for writing documents’ ’ , 
Pinto Ribeiro told the Lusa News 
Agency. 

The legislature’s approval of 
the protocol for implementing 
the changes over six years would 
“help affirm the Portuguese lan- 
guage in the world”, he said. 

The accord was ratified by 
Portugal in 1991 in the frame- 
work of the eight-nation 
Lusophone bloc, the Lisbon- 
headquartered CPLP that in- 
cludes Brazil, Lisbon’s five 
former African colonies and East 


Timor. 

The minister downplayed 
fears among some educators and 
the publishing sector over the 
impact of the spelling changes in 
schools and on business. 

“The government will be alert 
and cautious to avoid any disrup- 
tion” during the transition, Pinto 
Ribeiro said. 

The official language of some 
230 million people worldwide, 
the standardised spelling of Por- 
tuguese enshrined in the accord 
will make the written language 
more like its Brazilian incarna- 
tion. 

The alphabet of the European 
version will be expanded to in- 
clude the letters k, w and y, and 
the spelling of some 2,000 words 
out of the 1 10,000- word Portu- 
guese lexicon will be altered to 
make them correspond more 
closely to the spoken language. 

New rules on hyphens and ac- 
cents will also take effect.

PM sets out green targets at 
EU-LatAm summit 

Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates said last Friday he was confident the European 
Union and the Latin American and Caribbean (LAC) countries will work together to set out 
ambitious environmental targets to become binding globally. 


After an address on the issue 
of poverty and social inclusion to 
the EU-L AC leaders’ summit in 
Lima, Socrates said there is broad 
alignment between the EU and 
LAC states in relation to threats 
to the environment. 

“I believe in this way it will be 
possible to establish an alliance 
of positions with Latin America 
that will force a response in keep- 
ing with the degree of the situa- 
tion at forthcoming world meet- 
ings.” 

Common commitment by the 
EU and LAC bloc to tackle the ef- 
fects and causes of climate 
change will permit “a post- 
Kyoto with ambitious and quan- 
titative targets that bind all coun- 
tries.” 

As regards poverty, a central 


theme of the two-day Lima gath- 
ering, Socrates noted there has 
been significant progress in South 
American states in recent years 
towards reducing the risk of pov- 
erty among citizens. 

“If there’s a result on this 
point at this summit it is the in- 
sistence on education policies as 
a way to promote equality of 
opportunity and the existence of 
more opportunity for more peo- 
ple in the world. In a world whose 
economy is based on knowledge, 
education policies assume a piv- 
otal role in totally unquestionable 
social policies.” 

Portugal’ s head of government 
was also due to address the Lima 
meeting on the “strategic charac- 
ter” of Portugal’s relations with 
South America. 


Socrates travelled to Lima af- 
ter a three-day visit to V enezuela, 
where Lisbon and Caracas re- 
launched bilateral and business 
ties through major trade and in- 
vestment accords. 

The EU-L AC summit centred 
on issues of sustainable develop- 
ment and on fighting poverty and 
social exclusion. 

Among other initiatives, Euro- 
pean Commission chief Jose 
Manuel Durao Barroso, a former 
Portuguese prime minister, is 
expected to propose a five billion 
euro investment package to fight 
climate change, one of the sum- 
mit’ s central themes. 

Some 60 EU and LAC leaders 
participated in the two-day gath- 
ering.

success says PM 


Winding up a three-day officiai visit to Venezueia iate iast week, 

Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates pronounced his trip a poiiticai 
and economic “success” that wiii increase the vaiue of his country’s exports 
aimost tenfoid to the Latin American state. 



After the signing of various 
bilateral trade and business 
accords during his visit, 
Portugal’ s commercial ties with 
V enezuela are at a new high, said 
Socrates, noting: “Portugal 

exported (goods worth) around 
1 7 million euros to V enezuela last 
year, but the pacts signed will 
increase this by nearly tenfold”. 

“Besides the accords there are 
letters of intent on good 
prospects for business, be this in 
civil construction, machinery, 
house building material. They 
open doors in a number of areas.” 

In the wake of accords signed 
this week by Caracas and Lisbon 
officials and business chiefs, 
including one for Venezuela to 
supply Portugal with around a 
third of its total oil requirements, 
Portugal now has export orders 
of about 500 million euros from 
Venezuela, said Prime Minister 
Socrates. 

“We have firm accords for 1 30 
million euros in the food area, 20 
million euros in healthcare and we 
have contracts for ship repair. 
These contracts put V enezuela at 
a customer level of Portugal that 
has had no parallel in recent 
decades.” 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates also announced that 
Lisbon will post a permanent 


trade official in Caracas for the 
first time in almost one decade. 

Socrates announced the 
initiative on the sidelines of a 
meeting with about 1,000 
Portuguese expatriate and 
Venezuelan business leaders in 
Caracas, the capital of a country 
that hosts a Portuguese-origin 
community of some 600,000 
people. 

“How is it possible that 
Portugal was, for so long, blind 
to the opportunities that exist in 
this country?”, he asked 
rhetorically in his speech to the 
gathering sponsored by the 
Venezuelan-Portuguese 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The best way to help the 
expatriate Portuguese 

community, he said, was to 
promote “a greater presence of 
the Portuguese economy” in the 
oil-producing South American 
nation. 

Socrates also reassured the 
Portuguese community on their 
concerns over security and 
Venezuela’s leftist reform 
policies, saying President Hugo 
Chavez had shown himself “very 
sensitive” to such issues and 
pledged to “do his best” for the 
community. 

Describing Chavez as a 
“democratically elected” 


president, the Portuguese leader 
downplayed any eventual 
political liability for Lisbon from 
its increasingly close ties to 
Caracas. 


Chavez’s firebrand rhetoric, 
nationalisation of foreign oil 
interests and populist reforms 
have angered the United States 
and many of Portugal’s 


European Union partners. 

Underlining that Venezuela 
was a longstanding “friend” of 
Portugal, Socrates said Lisbon 
“respects democratic choices” 


at the polls and “does not pass 
summary judgment on the 
choices made by other 
peoples”.

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EU provides €2m in fast-track humanitarian 
aid for China quake victims 


The European Commission is providing emergency relief 
funding of €2 million to help victims of the huge earthquake 
that struck Sichuan province in China. 



Locals look through the upper layer of debris on Tuesday in search of loved ones amongst the smoldering ruins of Beichuan, one of the 
worst hit earthquake disaster areas, Sichuan province, China. It was reported T uesday that authorities had evacuated and quarantined 
Beichuan following state media reports predicting an imminent after-shock that could reach 7.0 on the Richter scale. The threat of 
contagious diseases, mudslides and unstable dams also heightened fears in the region. Search and rescue teams entirely abandoned 
the disaster area inside Beichuan and only local people were allowed to enter and continue searching for loved ones. The official death 
toll from the 1 2 May 2008 earthquake that measured 7.9 on the Richter scale is expected to finally reach 50,000. Some estimates have 
placed the death toll even higher. The earthquake is the nation's worst in three decades and some towns such as Beichuan have been 
so devastated that authorities plan to raze them entirely and build again elsewhere.

Louis Michel, the European 
Commissioner for Development 
and Humanitarian Aid, said: 
“The EU stands by China in this 
hour of grief. We want to express 
our solidarity with the Chinese 
people not just in words but also 
in deeds . The € 2 million released 
by the European Commission 
will contribute to bring vital items 
to the survivors of this terrible 
earthquake.” 

The funds will be used to help 
meet the basic needs of the 


stricken population, which 
include tents and blankets, clean 
drinking water, food, jerry cans, 
kitchen sets and medical 
assistance. 

The funding will be channelled 
through the International Red 
Cross Eederation and other 
partner agencies experienced in 
relief operations. A Commission 
humanitarian expert is currently 
in the earthquake zone and is co- 
operating with the Red Cross and 
the local authorities. 


Myanmar turns 6om 
Portuguese offer to a\6 
cyclone victims 


The Myanmar government 
has refused the offer of help 
from Portugal ’ s medical aid or- 
ganisation AMI in the wake of 
Cyclone Nargis’ onslaught that 
left some 1 34,000 people dead 
or missing, the head of the 
group said this week. 

Dr. Eernando Nobre, presi- 
dent of the non-governmental 
Assistencia Medica 

Internacional (AMI), told the 
Lusa News Agency the 
Myanmar Embassy in Rome 
had turned down’ s the group’ s 
offer to dispatch a medical team. 

Nobre said he would for- 
mally inform the Portuguese 


government of the rejection and 
that the organization was con- 
sidering providing financial aid 
to the relief effort through the 
Catholic Church in the ravaged 
Asian nation. 

He said the rejection of aid by 
Myanmar’s military rulers ap- 
peared to be due to their reluc- 
tance to disclose the true extent 
of the cyclone’s havoc and to 
avoid contact between its people 
and western aid organizations. 

“This is the result of the re- 
pulsion felt in some areas of the 
world that do not want the West 
to interfere” in their internal af- 
fairs, Nobre said. TPN/Lusa 
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Portuguese Captain of oil 
ship seized by Nigerian 
pirates in ‘ ‘good health’ ’ 


The Portuguese captain of an 
oil vessel seized by pirates for 
ransom off the Nigeria’s Delta 
region is in “good health” and 
Lisbon is closely following the 
situation, Portugal’s state 
minister for communities has 
said. 

“1 can confirm a Portuguese 
national was kidnapped” on 
Tuesday, Antonio Braga said last 
Wednesday in Venezuela, adding 
that he had received information 


the captain of the ship, belonging 
to the Chevron oil company, was 
“in good health”. 

He said Chevron Nigeria could 
“count on the collaboration of the 
Portuguese Embassy” in Abuja 
in efforts to free Capt. Carlos 
Manuel Soares and his captive 
10-man crew, one Ukrainian and 
nine Nigerians. 

In another development, 
diplomats said Venezuela’s 
president, Hugo Chavez, had 


given Socrates assurances he 
remained open to serving as a 
mediator to gain the release of 
hostages held by leftist guerrillas 
in neighbouring Colombia, 
including Portuguese- American 
Marc Gonsalves. 

Gonsalves, who was working 
under a US contract as a coca 
plantation spotter, was seized by 
PARC rebels in 2003 when his 
surveillance plane crashed in 
insurgent-held j ungles . 


Timor gives bloc strategic presence 
in Asia, says Portugal 


East Timor, the newest 
member of the Community of 
Portuguese Language Countries 
(CPLP), has particular strategic 
importance to the Lusophone 
bloc as it provides a presence in 
the Asia-Pacific region, 
Portugal’ s defence minister said 
Priday. 

Nuno Severiano Teixeira, 
speaking soon after arrival in Dili 
for a weekend meeting of his 
CPLP colleagues, said the choice 
of Timor for the bloc’s defense 
meeting showed support for the 
fledgling state from the CPLP. 

“It’s a sign of support for the 
democratic process and the 
consolidation of Timorese 


democracy”, Severiano Teixeira 
told Lusa after arriving for the 
10th gathering of CPLP defense 
ministers. 

Severiano Teixeira said the 
Saturday-Sunday discussions 
among all eight CPLP member 
states, with the exception of Sao 
Tome and Principe, would focus 
on Lisbon’s proposal for the 
setting up of specialised defence 
“centres of excellence” for use by 
all the Lusophone partners. 

The proposed centres foreseen 
for the various CPLP states would 
concentrate on training 
instructors in specialised defence 
areas, like Mozambique’s, 
Portuguese-aided, centre for 


marines, he said. 

Ahead of the weekend 
encounter to analyze 
Lusophone military issues, 
Timorese State Secretary for 
Defence Julio Tomas Pinto told 
Lusa his country “doesn’t have 
enemies.” 

As Timor “doesn’t face 
external threats,” it has to forge 
defence cooperation relations 
with neighbouring countries and 
others outside the region, added 
Pinto. 

Set up in 1996, the Lisbon- 
headquartered CPLP joins 
Portugal and Brazil to Lisbon’s 
five former African colonies and 
Timor.

(Lisbon and Oporto)’. 

Anacom’ s study was carried 
out between September 1 8* and 
October 19*, 2007, based on 
23,029 test calls and 3,001,240 
radio-electric signal tests, which 
corresponds to 210 hours of calls 
covering 8,855 kilometers. 


Rise in 
customs 
seizures of 
counterfeit 
goods at 
the EU’s 
external 
borders 

Statistics, just published by 
the European Commission, 
relating to counterfeiting 
and piracy show a 
significant increase in 
customs activity last year. 

In 2007, customs registered 
over 43,000 cases of fake goods 
seized at the EU’s external 
border, compared to 37,000 in 
2006. This results notably from 
improved cooperation between 
customs and industry, enabling 
customs to better target 
suspected shipments and to 
recognize counterfeit goods. 

Despite this, the number of 
articles seized decreased from last 
year’ s peak of 1 28 million articles 
to around 79 million. This is due 
to a growing number of seizures 
involving smaller quantities of 
counterfeit and pirated articles. 
However, cigarettes and clothing 
continue to be faked in large 
quantities and there has been a 
worrying increase in sectors that 
are potentially dangerous to 
consumers (medicines, electrical 
equipment, and personal care 
products).

EC approves 
proposed acquisition 
ofWorld Duty Free 


The European Commission has cleared under the EU 
Merger Regulation the proposed acquisition of World Duty 
Free Limited (WDF), a UK-based airport shop operator, by 
the Italian-based travel service provider Autogrill S.p.A.. 


After examining the operation, 
the Commission concluded that 
the transaction would not 
significantly impede effective 
competition in the European 
Economic Area (EEA) or any 
substantial part of it. 

Autogrill is a worldwide 
provider of food, beverage and 
retail services to travellers. In the 
travel retail business, it operates 


through its fully-owned 
subsidiaries Alpha Airport 
Group pic and Aldeasa S.A.. 

Alpha operates shops at a 
number of airports in the UK, 
Italy and other non-EU countries 
as well as the Eurotunnel 
terminals in the UK, while 
Aldeasa operates airport shops 
in Spain, Portugal and outside the 
EU.

In 1974, John Hershey, a regional sales manager for New York Life, excitediy broke the news at a staff meeting in Springfieid, Missouri. Anewiawhad been iegisiatedthatwouid aiiow workers with 
no empioyer-sponsored retirement pian to set up their own Individuai Retirement Accounts (IRAs). Apparentiy anyone earning a saiarywouid be abie to contribute up to $2,000 in untaxed doiiars, 
which meant an immediate tax savings benefit. As the iowest tax bracket at the time was 1 4%, a $2,000 IRA contribution meant an immediate $280 savings in taxes for anyone in that bracket.

The rub was that withdrawals 
at retirement would be included in 
gross income subject to federal 
income tax rates, though insurance 
companies and investment 
advisors were quick to suggest that 
retirees would be in lower tax 
brackets by age 65. Although 
earnings on IRA accounts were 
sheltered, contributions and 
eamingswouldbe taxed asordinary 
income once withdrawn. Further, 
withdrawals before age 59 1/2 
would be subject to 10% penalty 
(certain exceptions apply under 
current law) ; otherwise they were 
mandatory starting at age 70 1/2. 

Inevitably, some financial 
planners figured out that $2,000 
contributed annually starting at age 
21 for the first six years only 
($12,000) at 12% compounded 
interest and would grow to over a 
million dollars upon retirement. 
Hershey was excited because the 
insurance industry would be the 
primary beneficiary of this new 
investment vehicle. 

However, since workers with 
pensions were not allowed to set 
up an IRA, the Carter 
Administration extended 

availability to all workers. But 
when Congress realized that 
higher-income more than lower- 
income workers were taking more 
advantage of IRA tax advantages, 
the legislators responded in the T ax 
Reform Actof 1986bylimitingtax 
deferability to workers without an 
employer-sponsored pension 
plan or to those whose income 
levels were lower. 

The Roth IRA was a knee-jerk 
reaction to the unpopularity of 
those 1986restrictions.Enacted as 
part of The Taxpayer Relief Act 
of 1 997 , the Roth removed the 

restrictions and created a reverse 
retirement vehicle. Contributions 
would not be tax deductible. But 
the same contributions withdrawn 
at retirement would also not be 


included in taxable income. Also, 
theycouldbeleftinvestedforfuture 
generations rather than subjected 
to mandatory withdrawals. 
Otherwise, like the traditional IRA, 
Roth IRA earnings accrued taxfree. 

A Roth IRA is mainly a savings 
vehicle. It can be set up within any 
IRS approved institution such as 
banks, credit unions, brokerage 
houses, etc., at any time during the 
year. Butitmustbe funded before 
the owner’ Stax filing deadline. In 
2008 the maximum contribution 
limits are $5,000 per person 
($6,000 if over 50), based on 
qualified income. Contribution 
amounts are phased out as 
modified adjusted gross income 
(MAGI) levels rise according to 
filing status. 

Qualified income includes 
wages and salaries, self- 
employment income, alimony, 
commissions, and non-taxable 
combat pay. It does not include 
earnings from properties, interest 
or dividend income, pension or 
annuity income, deferred 
compensation, or income from 
certain partnerships. Nor does it 
include amounts excluded by the 
foreign earned income or housing 
exclusion (which are added to 
adjusted gross income for MAGI 
purposes). Furthermore, qualified 
income must at least be equal to the 
amount of Roth contribution. 

In 2008 , Single filers are phased 
out from $101,000 - $116,000 of 
MAGI, Married filers from 
$159,000- $169,000, andMarried 
Separate filers between $0 and 
$ 10,000. Suppose you are a Single 
filer with qualified W-2 earnings of 
$3,000 and foreign earnings of 
$107,000 (MAGI = $110,000). 
Y ou can only contribute $ 1 ,200 to 
a Roth IRA. But if your foreign 
earnings are $98,000 (MAGI = 
$ 101 ,000), you can contribute the 
fuU $3 ,000. Find outhow much you 
might quahfy to contribute at:

Are there any alternatives for 
American expatriates earning 
foreign income who wish to fund a 
Roth IRA? In 2008, the foreign 
earned income exclusion (FEIE) 
amount is $87,600. Apparently 
any foreign earnings that exceed 
FEIEqualify. In the aboveexample, 
if you had no W-2 earnings but 
$95,000 in foreign earnings 
($95,000 - $87,600 = $7,400), you 
could contribute $5,000 to a Roth 
IRA (MAGI = $95,000). But you 
cannot reduce FEIE below your 
foreign earnings to qualify your 
income for a Roth contribution. 
Perversely you can opt not to take 
FEIEinfavoroftaking 100% ofthe 
foreign tax credit. But this avenue 
can have less favorable tax 
consequences. 

FEIE depends on foreign 
residence: bona fide or physical 
presence. In either case, the 
taxpayer must first qualify before 
any FEIE is available. Once 
qualified as a foreign resident, the 
$87,600 exclusion can only be 
lowered in the second year if you 
return to the U.S. Suppose date of 
return 1 July 2008. The exclusion 
amount would be reduced by 50%, 
with foreign income over $43,800 
qualifying for Roth purposes. But 
subsequently the tax filer would 
have to re-qualify for the full 
exclusion under the bona fide or 
physical presence tests.

each person can take a maximum 
of three objects, “apart from rare 
exceptions, depending on the 
necessity”. 

Reutilandia is a project from 
SUMA group, in cooperation 
with Sintra council and its twenty 
parishes, and was launched in 
2006 on World Environment 
Day. 

For the vice-president of 
Sintra council Marco Almeida, 
the project has “two sides, the 
environmental side, by reduc- 
ing the production of unwanted 
items and the social side, satis- 
fying needy families that could 
not acquire the items in any 
other way”. 


Lisbon predicts a 
rise in homeless 

The escalating price of food may be a direct cause for the 
increase in homeless people in Lisbon Council, 
according to Ana Sara Brito, Social Services Councillor 
for Lisbon Council. 

The Council is preparing it- 
self for the sad scenario and cre- 
ating two more shelters, with 
different characteristics to the 
existing ones. Besides supply- 
ing the normal basic food and 
beds, they will promote social 
inclusion. 

The existing six shelters in 
Lisbon, with 447 beds and sup- 
porting over 1,000 homeless, 
do not attempt to improve peo- 
ple’ s views on life, and they 
often end up entering the street- 
shelter - shelter- street cycle. 

The two new shelters will pro- 
vide psychological help to the 
homeless, hoping to give them 


back the competences they once 
had. For this to happen, the so- 
cial projects need cooperation 
from S anta Casa da Misericordia 
as well as private institutions, 
to encourage the homeless into 
the working world. 

An idea put forward by the 
homeless themselves was for the 
Council to purchase a run down 
building for them, renovate the 
plumbing and brickwork, and 
then the homeless could do the 
rest of the work, like painting and 
decorating, to create a space 
where they can live as a commu- 
nity and with “dignity”.

Home burglaries increase in Lisbon 


Three homes an hour, sixty a 
day, is the average number of 
homes robbed in Portugal. Lis- 
bon is the leading district with 
13 cases a day. 

In 2006, Faro headed the ta- 
ble, mainly because of the large 
quantity of holiday homes in the 
region, but last year Lisbon 
moved to the top position. 


Oporto remained third with nine 
cases a day, or 3,440 during the 
year, despite registering 500 less 
cases. 

As a whole, home burglaries 
have diminished in Portugal, 
with 22,324 cases registered in 
2007, as opposed to 23,314 in 
2006. 

Most of the burglaries take 


place in the early hours of the 
morning, whilst people were 
sleeping in their homes. 

The most sought after items 
are plasma TV’ s, computers and 
gold jewellery. Often, the main 
objective of the perpetrators is 
to steal people’s car keys inside 
the house and then take the ve- 
hicle.

Roadside publicity banned 

On Wednesday a new law came into force prohibiting 
the posting of publicity boards that are visible from the 
Algarve’s EN 125. Mass advertising boards on 
buildings are also said to be under scrutiny. 


This measure is the first step 
of the renovations for the EN 
125, announced in March by 
the Prime Minister, and it is 
expected to increase road 
safety on the most deadly road 
in the Algarve. 

National road company, 
Estradas de Portugal, which 
has responsibility for notify- 
ing all owners of the structures 
to remove them within a 
month, starting last Wednes- 
day. 

Temporary advertise- 
ments, of cultural or tourist 
interest are some of the excep- 


tions, but they must ask for li- 
censing directly from EP. 

The new law imposed also 
prohibits habitations from be- 
ing less than 35 metres from 
the road, and hotels, industrial, 
commercial or services build- 
ings must be more than 70 me- 
tres from the road. 

Joao Faria, President of the 
Regional Territory Planning 
Committee, said it is too soon 
to be talking about demolition 
of buildings. The general pro- 
posal for planning goes to ten- 
der in June and only after that 
will there be detailedplanning.

Humanity 
is indivisible. As we have seen, 
what breaks the fabric of respect 
for others and for the law opens 
the way for further forms of 
criminality. 

“As South Africans, we must 
recognise and fully appreciate 
that we are bound together with 
other Africans by history, culture, 
economics and, above all, by des- 
tiny. South Africa is not and will 
never be an island separate from 
the rest of the continent. We dare 
not loose sight of the fundamen- 
tal reality of our interdependence 
as the people of Africa. 

“I call upon those behind these 
shameful and criminal acts to 
stop! Nothing can justify it. The 
law-enforcement agencies must 
and will respond with the requi- 
site measures against anyone 
found to be involved in these at- 
tacks. 

“Furthermore, I would like to 
thank all members of the public, 
as weU as pohtical and community 
leaders who have joined calls for 
the immediate ending of these at- 
tacks. In particular, I would like 


convicted. But the reaction of the 
believing community has not been 
to reassess the validity of their 
claims to a divine Creator and Sus- 
tainer, but to pray for the victims 
created by the appalling actions of 
their Divinity! 

Perhaps T. S. Eliot was right; 
Humankind cannot bear too much 
reality.

Portugal launching 
promotion of language 

Portugal’s government has approved the creation of a fund to 
finance the promotion of the Portuguese language around the world. 
Culture Minister Antonio Pinto Ribeiro announced this week. 

Without specifying the amount, Pinto Ribeiro told the Lusa News 
Agency in Brussels, the fund would be used to “re-found” the 
Camoes Institute, Lisbon’ s prime language and cultural organiza- 
tion for action abroad. “The government has approved and will 
soon publicise the existence of a fund to internationalize the Portu- 
guese language”, the minister said. 

The initiative, he added, would transform the Camoes Institute 
into an agency similar to Britain’ s British Council and Spain’ s Cer- 
vantes Institute. Portugal was ready to “advance now” with the 
new language offensive, he said, expressing confidence that Lis- 
bon’ s seven partners in the Lusophone bloc would support the 
initiative. 


Violence in 
South Africa 


The following statement by President 
Thabo Mbeki was sent to The Portugal 
News earlier this week regarding attacks 
on foreign nationals in South Africa: 
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South Africa and the Immigrants 


It was looking ugly there for a few days, 
with mobs of South Africans in 
townships around Johannesburg 
randomiy murdering severai dozen 
“foreigners” (migrants from other African 
countries) and injuring severai hundred. 
But now President Thabo Mbeki has 
acted decisiveiy: he has announced the 
estabiishment of a panei of inquiry into 
the vioience. That shouid fix it. 


Just in case he gets impatient 
while waiting for the panel’s 
report, however, I can tell him 
what it will say - or at least, what 
it should say. It should say that 
the root problem was his own 
government’s “non- interven- 
tionist” policy on immigration: 
its refusal to control or even 
count the number of people ar- 
riving in South Africa from other 
African countries. 

The mere fact that the com- 
monly used estimate is “three to 
five million” illegal immigrants 
says it all: the authorities really 
have no idea how many foreign- 
ers are in South Africa. But the 
higher estimate is probably 
closer to the truth, for some four 
million people have left Zimba- 
bwe alone to seek work abroad, 
and almost all of them have gone 
to South Africa. 

This “open borders” non- 
policy had high motives. Many 
of South Africa’s current lead- 
ers are men and women who 
spent decades in exile during the 
fight against apartheid, and the 
migrants come mostly from the 
countries that gave them shelter 
at that time. How can they turn 
away people from those coun- 
tries - from Zimbabwe, above 
all - now that the shoe is on the 
other foot? 

It is an honourable sentiment, 
but more easily experienced if, 
like South Africa’ s current lead- 
ers, you lead a secure and com- 
fortable life in one of the nicer 
northern suburbs of Johannes- 
burg. If you happen to live in 
Alexandra township (not all that 
far from those pleasant suburbs) 
amidst garbage and violence and 
chronic poverty, and you don’t 
have a job, it’s a little harder to 
access such noble emotions -be- 
cause one-tenth of the people in 
the country are illegal immi- 
grants, and lots of them do have 
jobs. 

Miserable, underpaid jobs, 
for the most part, but in a coun-

try where the true unemploy- 
ment rate is somewhere near 
half, there are bound to be a great 
many people who resent foreign- 
ers getting any jobs at all. Es- 
pecially because there is some 
truth in the complaint of poor 
and uneducated South Africans 
that the illegal immigrants get 
the unskilled jobs because em- 
ployers can pay them less and 
they won’t dare complain. 

None of this justifies murder, 
but it does begin to explain it. 
Thabo Mbeki was incredibly 
foolish to assume that he could 
just let foreigners flood into the 
country and not expose them to a 
popular backlash. The South 
African media are filled with 
self-flagellating editorials that 
all basically ask “What kind of 
people are we if we can behave 
like this?” The answer is: not 
saintly inhabitants of some im- 
agined “rainbow nation” that has 
risen above the normal human 
plane, just ordinary people under 
pressure and behaving badly. 

Last week in Italy, other ordi- 
nary people threw Molotov 
cocktails into Gypsy camps and 
burned them down. Most of 
those people have jobs, live in 
comfortable surroundings, and 
eat quite well, and they STILL 
behaved badly. There are only 
about 150,000 Gypsies in Italy, 
half of whom have been there 
since the 15* century. They are 
less than a quarter of one per- 
cent of the population, and yet 
68 percent of Italians want them 
all expelled. 

The South African poor have 
been amazingly patient as year 
after year went by - fourteen 
years now since the end of apart- 
heid - when so little has changed 
for the better in their lives. The 
black poor still loyally vote for 
the African National Congress 
(ANC), but their anger was go- 
ing to burst out somewhere or 
other, sooner or later. By hold- 
ing the door open to so many il- 
legal immigrants, the govern- 
ment has guaranteed that they 
would be the primary target. 

Maybe this is some Machi- 
avellian plan to divert popular 
anger from the government it- 
self, but probably not. It’s just 
that the leaders don’t see what 
has been happening to ordinary 
people. How else could Thabo 
Mbeki go on defending Robert 
Mugabe, the destroyer of Zim- 
babwe, year after year, when 
Mugabe’s misdeeds were the 
main reason that this enormous 
wave of illegal immigrants 
struck South Africa? 

Justice Malala, whose col- 
umn appears in The Times (the 
online version of South Africa’ s 
Sunday Times), nailed it on 
Monday when he wrote: “(Our) 
people are behaving like barbar- 
ians because the ANC has failed 





— despite numerous warnings 

— to act on burning issues that 
are well known for having 
sparked similar eruptions across 
the globe.... 

“The Mbeki government’s 
refusal to even acknowledge the 


crisis in Zimbabwe has resulted 
in as many as 3 million Zimba- 
bweans walking the streets of 
South Africa.... 

Mbeki’ s resolute refusal to 
address the crisis in Zimbabwe - 
and his friendship with President 


Robert Mugabe - has brought 
themhere. Hisblock-headedness 
is directly responsible for the 
eruption of xenophobia.” 

Such plain talk is not “blam- 
ing the victim.” It is recognis- 
ing realities, which is the first 


step towards addressing them. 
And where the despairing poor 
of South Africa should be ad- 
dressing their anger is not at 
helpless Zimbabweans but at 
the president who let this human 
catastrophe happen.

Grey areas at Chelsea 

If you’re looking for inspiration, don’t ignore this year’s RHS Cheisea Fiower Show. The biggest 
horticuiturai event on the UK caiendar took piace eariier this week, with designers by Diarmuid 
Gavin, Andy Sturgeon and Tom Stewart Smith. 



I caught up with Andrew 
Duff, director at the Inchbald 
School of Garden Design, whose 
students have been helping out 
with some of the show gardens. 
He reckons there will be much 
more that practical gardeners can 
take away with them at this 
year’s event. 

But wait - is Chelsea going 
grey? If the planting is anything 
to go by, then new trends in grey 
and glaucous plants are emerging, 
says Duff. “There’s a predomi- 
nance of grey foliage coming 
through, which is quite refresh- 
ing. They tend to be the sort of 
plants that like a bit of heat, so it 
will be interesting to see how that 
comes through into an average 
garden. There are lots of 
artemisias and grey ferns and de- 
signers seem to be mixing these 
with quite deep purples.” 

But how easy is it to transfer a 


grey palette to your own garden? 

“You have to be careful that 
you don’t just do a bed of grey 
plants, you have to integrate it 
through the entire site. If you are 
going to have a grey area you 
might want to fragment the plant- 
ing into your existing planting so 
it’s a bit more subtle. 

“Eleagnus ‘Quicksilver’ has 
that beautiful grey foliage and 
Pyrus salicifolia, the weeping 
pear, are slightly bigger plants 
that you could put at the back of 
the border and have smaller things 
at the front.” 

Bold orange is a fantastic con- 
trasting colour for grey or glau- 
cous, dusty blue plants such as 
festucas, he says. “Those Eight- 
ies fluorescent colours are cer- 
tainly coming back into fashion 
and we are beginning to see them 
come back into the gardens,” he 
adds. 


Chelsea had its share of con- 
temporary gardens this year - 
maverick designer Diarmuid 
Gavin’ s cafe garden will feature 
some bold outsized stainless 
steel daisies - but the show will 
include many more concepts 
which people can transfer to their 
own gardens. Duff says. 

“We are beginning to see things 
we haven’ t seen before but whose 
concept can be traced back and 
worked out without having to be 
baffled. The designs are going to 
be easily readable and recognis- 
able. People want to be able to see 
what it is, know what it is and 
know that it works and take what 
they need, which is quite refresh- 
ing. Whether that means that Chel- 
sea’ s calmed down, I don’ tknow.” 

There was focus on how to en- 
courage wildlife into your garden 
at this year’s show, with many 
designers choosing to garden for 


the environment. 

The Children’ s Society Gar- 
den used self-seeding plants 
around a shallow pool to attract 
bees and butterflies to the garden, 
while the River & Rowing Mu- 
seum garden. Ratty’s Refuge, is 
inspired by the plight of the wa- 
ter vole, the UK’ s fastest declin- 
ing species of mammal, and 
showed how to turn a small space 
into a water vole haven. 

Summer Solstice, designed for 
Daylesford Organic, usednative 
hedging to create a favouredhabi- 
tatfor wildlife. 

There’s been a big push to- 
wards growing your own fruit 
and veg in the last few years that 
doesn’t seem to have influenced 
the main showgardens this year, 
says Duff. “Daylesford Organic 
did a quirky take on a kitchen gar- 
den. The public wants to see re- 
ality and, although we can often

Ask The Expert... Top Tip For... Tiling walls & floors 


Q: I’m repainting my doors out to the garden but the oid 
paintwork is chipped. What shouid I do about it? 

A: You ideally need to remove all the existing paint with 
paint stripper and/or a heat gun (be careful near glass, as the 
heat can crack it). However, if you don’t have the time or pa- 
tience to do this, use a window or sharp wallpaper scraper on 
the chipped paint to remove the worst of it, then sand down and 
wipe clean. Now use wood filler to help merge the different 
layers of paint and when that’ s set, sand smooth and wipe clean 
again. You may not get a perfect finish but the most important 
thing is to stabilise the paint so it won’t flake off in future.

: : Before you begin tiling, it’ s 
important to plan the layout of 
your tiles as accurately as pos- 
sible. This means ensuring 
that they’re straight and not 
just hugging the line of the 
bath, for example, which may 
be wonky. You should also 
plan to use whole tiles in most 
prominent places and cut ones 
where they’ll be less notice- 
able. 

: : Make sure you start tiling 
in an inconspicuous place. 
That way, you have time to get 
into the swing of it before tack- 
ling the really important areas. 
Make your mistakes where it 
doesn’t matter. 

:: Buy more tiles than you 


need to cover wastage, mis- 
takes and future damage to 
tiles. It’s also a good idea to 
have spare tiles in case you 
need to practice cutting. Cut- 
ting tiles can be tricky and is 
easiest on a water-cooled dia- 
mond wheel cutter, which you 
can buy or hire relatively 
cheaply. Glass tiles are par- 
ticularly difficult to cut with- 
out splintering. If you get your 
tiles from a specialist tile shop, 
they may have damaged tiles 
that they ’ 11 give you or sell you 
at a discount and you can use 
these to practice on. 

:: Safety is a priority when 
cutting tiles because splinters 
can fly off into your eyes, par- 


ticularly when using a water- 
cooled diamond wheel cutter, 
which works at high speeds. 
Make sure you wear goggles 
whenever cutting tiles. And 
when chiselling off old tiles 
from around a bath, for exam- 
ple, ensure you wear sturdy 
shoes and long trousers to pre- 


vent injury to your feet and 
legs. 

: : It’ s common for little holes 
to appear in grout lines after 
you’ve grouted. Once the grout 
has been allowed to dry for 24 
hours, inspect for these holes, 
and other imperfections, and 
fill them where necessary.

With a native production history dating back to the mid-1600’s, South 
African wines are, however, stiii reiativeiy new to some section of the 
internationai market, especiaiiy in Portugai. Even so, their quaiity and 
fiavour, the resuit of a unique micro-ciimate, is proving credibie and in 
fact very popuiar amongst even the most discerning wine 
connoisseurs. 


Last weekend Alec Louw, in- 
ternational representative of 
Graham Beck Vineyards, South 
Africa, was in the Algarve to pro- 
mote the brand and its beverages, 
alongside regional Graham Beck 
representative. Bill Godly. 

A special degustation was held 
in the Michelin-star acclaimed 
Restaurant Amadeus in 
Almancil. 

Hosted by ‘Algarve to a tee’, 
around 30 select guests were 
welcomed at Amadeus with an al- 
fresco tasting session on the 
beautiful terrace, presenting 
Graham Beck’ s Rose Brut Spar- 
kling Wine 2006, Pheasant Run 
Sauvignon Blanc 2007, Graham 
Beck’ s Old Road Pinotage 2003 , 
and The Ridge Syrah 2002, all 
from the Western Cape. 

Drinks were accompanied by 
traditional South African ‘finger 
food’, including grilled belly- 
pork, Boerewors sausage, dry 
worsand biltong. 

This was followed by an exqui- 
site four-course meal, purposely 
created by prized Amadeus chef 
Siegfried Darner, each course 
complimented by a Graham Beck 
wine. 

Lightly smoked Tuna belly 
with cucumber and anchovy tar- 
tar was accompanied by a deli- 
cious 2007 Chardonnay (which 
in Portugal retails at a competi- 
tive price of between €6-7. 

Aheady 2007 Sauvignon blanc 
was the beverage of choice to 
bring out the flavours in a rich 
crustacean soup with cauliflower 
and broccoli, followed by a cham- 
pagne-topped lemon sorbet to 


refresh the palate. 

American beef with sweet- 
potato pure and onion sauce was 
washed down with Graham 
Beck’s 2003 ‘The Joshua’ red, 
the meal being rounded off with 
a pumpkin mousse and 
macadamia nut cracker, and an 
equally sweet glass of Rhona 
Muscadel 2004. 

Austrian chef Siegfried was 
already familiar with South Af- 
rican wines after spending over 
a month in Cape Town in 1998, 
and endorses their quality.

All South African meats were 


supplied by the local ‘English

smell of South African meats in 
the air and Graham Beck’ s wines 
going down very well, the evening 
proved a huge success. 

For his efforts. Chef Darner 
was later awarded a large bottle of 
GrahamBeck’s2001 ‘The Ridge 
Syrah’, which was enthusiasti- 
cally received and will no doubt 
be enjoyed as much as everyone 
enj oyed the evening, the food and 
the drink.

Potato and Watercress Soup 

(Serves four) 

“Add some raw spinach before liquidising for a really 
intense colour,” says John Webber, Head Tutor at the 
school. 

30g unsaltcd butter 
1 medium onion peeled and finely diced 
2 garlic cloves, peeled and finely chopped 
2 medium floury potatoes (about 200g peeled and cut into 
5cm dice) 

1 litre chicken stock (a stock cube will do) 

275g watercress 

Maldon salt and freshly ground black pepper 
Creme F raiche and chopped fresh chives, to serve 


Break down the barriers of 
kitchen confusion and take a 
masterclass from Scottish chef 
and TV presenter, Nick Nairn.

All the recipes in the book 
(over 120) have been tried and 
tested by the thousands of cus- 
tomers who have visited Nairn’ s 
school since it opened in 2000. 
We’ve selected the following 
menu in the hope that you, too, 
can become top of the class: 


Heat a medium saucepan over 
a medium heat and add the but- 
ter. When melted and foaming, 
add the onion and sweat for 4-5 
minutes over a low heat so that it 
cooks but doesn’t colour. Add 
the garlic and sweat for a further 
two-three minutes. 

Add the diced potatoes and 
chicken stock and bring to the 
boil. Reduce the heat to a simmer 
and cook for 10-15 minutes. Sea- 
son with a little salt and pepper. 

The soup can be prepared to 
this stage, cooled and stored in 
the fridge for up to three days, or 
frozen if more convenient. 

Wash the watercress really 
well in cold water and pick over 


to remove any discoloured leaves . 
Stalks are fine but do remove any 
extra-thick ones. 

Add all the watercress in one 
go and boil for two minutes: this 
will set the colour and bring out 
the fresh, zingy flavour. Pour the 
soup into a blender and liquidize 
until smooth, passing it tWugh 
a sieve for a smooth texture or 
through a chinois (a fine mesh 
conical strainer) for a super-silky 
texture. 

Serve immediately with a dol- 
lop of creme fraiche, chopped 
chives and extra freshly ground 
black pepper.

T he hay fever season 
never seems to fail to 
live up to 
expeetations; and 
aeeording to John 
Collard, elinieal direetor at 
Allergy UK, who has spent 
years working with sufferers, 
now is the time to start taking the 
tablets. 

“If you wait until the runny 
nose and sneezing have started 
then it’ s going to be mueh more 
diffieult to eontrol,” he explains. 
“Y ou should be taking the medi- 
eation two to three weeks before 
you normally get the symp- 
toms.” 

If you are allergie to pollen 
then you ’ 11 know what he ’ s talk- 
ing about. But that doesn’t mean 
his adviee will be easy to follow. 

With a bewildering array of 
hay fever remedies on the mar- 
ket, it’s hardly surprising that 
somewhere between squirting 
nasal spray and swallowing an- 
tihistamines - not to mention 
paying for them - many suffer- 
ers feel it eould be easier to have 
done with it and sneeze their 


way through summer. 

F or those who are struggling, 
you might be surprised how far 
a diary, the faets and some pa- 
tienee, will go towards solving 
the problem. 

John says: “Everyone tends 
to link hay fever with grass pol- 
len whieh is around from mid- 
May to the early September. 
But while it’s fair to say that 
more people are allergie to grass 
pollen than anything else, quite 
a lot are also allergie to tree pol- 
len. 

“The earlier trees start to pol- 
linate in February, and eertainly 
by April you’re going to be af- 
feeted. Then after the grass pol- 
len starts to die down, you have 
weed and shrub pollen. Y ou ean 
be affeeted from now, right 
through until the end of autumn.” 

It’ s a long slog for the afflieted, 
who might be tempted to ask, 
why me? Y ou have your family 
to blame for your aversion to 


early evening strolls (when pol- 
len is at its thiekest), says John. 

“Hay fever is an inherited 
eondition. Most people will be 
okay for the first few years of 
their life, then they’ll get trig- 
gered and develop the allergy. 
Any sort of stress on the sys- 
tem - like an infeetion, mental 
stress or exposure to a lot of 
grass pollen - ean trigger this in- 
herited tendeney. 

“Then your body starts mak- 
ing antibodies that reaet when 
they eome into eontaet with pol- 
len, and make ehemieals like his- 
tamine, from whieh you get hay 
fever symptoms. The ehanee of 
an allergy appearing diminishes 
as you get older. By the time you 
get to your 50s, it’s pretty un- 
likely.” 

Drugs for eombating allergie 
reaetions, like antihistamines, 
are now eommonplaee in most

But sadly, 
taking one every day will not 
guarantee you can breathe more 
easily. 

“Hay fever has a two stage re- 
action,” says John. “The hista- 
mine produces the immediate 
symptoms that you associate 
with hay fever; sneezing, itchy 
nose and red, itchy, watery eyes. 
They come on quickly, last a few 
hours and then settle down 
again. But there are also chemi- 


cals from our immune system 
which cause more delayed 
symptoms, such as the blocked- 
up nose, headaches, stuffiness 
and puffy eyes. While anti- 
histamines will counteract the 
effect of histamine, they won’t 
do much to deal with the inflam- 
matory symptoms. 

“Steroids work much better,” 
he adds. “Most people with hay 
fever will need antihistamines, a 
steroid nasal spray and often

eye drops so they’re treating 
the whole thing effectively.” 

But according to John, this 
message doesn’t always get 
passed on. And, in addition, 
people don’t understand how 
the drugs work. 

“The doctor will sometimes 
just give someone an antihista- 
mine, rather than all three to- 
gether. And different antihista- 
mines work differently on dif- 
ferent people. So if you try one 
and it doesn’t control your 
symptoms - don’t give up, try 
another. It’s worth trying a few 
to find one that suits you. Peo- 
ple often give up on the treat- 
ment too quickly.” 

Once you’ve found your per- 
fect dose, John says, it’s also 
important not to underestimate 
the allergy’ s debilitating effects. 

“Everyone tends to think 
about allergies in terms of those 
which have life-threatening reac- 
tions - like anaphylactic shock. 
But far more people are affected 
by everyday allergies which can 
still have a huge effect on their 
lives. 

“Having a runny nose, a head- 
ache, itchy eyes and not being 
able to sleep makes life miserable. 
And you’re not necessarily go- 
ing to feel 1 00 per cent if you’re 
taking medicine to control your 
symptoms.” 


John advises his patients that, 
in order to tackle their allergies, 
they need to understand them. 

“The weather has a big part to 
play. Pollen is released on warm 
dry days. So if it’s cool and 
damp there will be less released. 
And if it ’ s raining, the pollen will 
be washed out of the air so the 
count won’t be too high. 

“Knowing about pollen 
helps. Trees produce their pol- 
len in two year cycles. Last year

case John says it’s important to 
weigh up the pros and the cons. 

“Things like a butterbur, 
which is a shrub that some ex- 
perts say can produce the same 
results as antihistamines, and 
even loeal honey have been said 
to help. So these alternative rem- 
edies are certainly worth a try. 

“De-sensitisation is another 
more extreme method,” he eon- 
tinues. “Throughout a series of 


injeetions, the patient is gradu- 
ally desensitized to pollen. It 
certainly can be helpful for peo- 
ple who can’t control their 
symptoms with medication or 
by avoidance, but it is quite a 
hassle. 

“There are long waiting lists 
and only the worst people get 
referred. Also, because there 
aren’t many plaees do it, you’ll 
have to travel quite a long way 


every month to get to the injec- 
tions. So it’s a big thing to take 
on.” 

Other remedies inelude pho- 
totherapy, during whieh red light 
slows down the immune reac- 
tion and inhibits histamine and 
the use of air purifiers to remove 
indoor pollen, or you could try 
echinacea. But John stresses: “I 
always recommend trying con- 
ventional medication first.”

in this Freneh-Canadian city. 

The winters were the only 
thing the Montrealers I met 
eomplained about.

When it 
does get past the shivering point 
of no return, they retreat to the 
Underground City - the world’ s 
largest pedestrian network be- 
low street-level, full of shops 
and restaurants, and with ae- 
eess to metro stations and many 
offiees.

Fashion is tailored aceord- 
ingly, with wearability as key. 
If, like me, you often lose your 
balanee in standard high-heels - 
whatever the weather - I’d ad- 
vise a visit to North Ameriean 
shoe ehain Fluevog’s. It’s 
hugely popular here, and has 
eelebrity appeal - Kim Gordon 
of Sonie Y outh and the Seissor 
Sisters are fans. 

Designs are Seventies-in- 
spired - the shapes verge on the 
elunky, but the detail is exeep- 
tional. I almost bought a pair in- 
seribed with the phrase ‘Your 
Love Makes Me Sing’ on the 
soles, but beeame eoneemed I ’ d 
bump into Rufus Wainwright, 
Areade Fire or any other of the 


bright young musieal stars that 
hail from Montreal. We’d get 
talking about my shoes, and I ’ d 
have to demonstrate my laek of 
karaoke abilities. 

Then I worried, more realis- 
tieally, that even if these musi- 
eians let me off the hook (why 
would they be interested in my 
footwear?), the friend I was 
sightseeing with might expeet 


more from me. 

We were visiting the Queen 
Elizabeth Hotel later that day, 
where John Lennon and Yoko 
Ono staged their famous Give 
Peaee A Chanee bed-in in 1 969 
as a protest against violenee. I 
knew she’d make me sing ‘Im- 
agine’ if I made the purehase. 
Too embarrassing! 

From personal wardrobe ad- 


ditions, it was on to gifts where, 
to my delight, I found quirki- 
ness also ruled. 

The eeo trend is soaring 
among Montreal’ s new design- 
ers. My favourite store was 
Moly Kulte, whieh sold eeeen- 
trieities handmade from reey- 
eled materials: reeordbags eon- 
strueted from vinyl, wallets 
deeorated with book eovers, 
and dresses to be worn appar- 
ently baek-to-front. All very 
kitseh and ereative-ehie. 

There were plenty of vintage 
shops too, ineluding seeond- 
hand musie and bookstores, in 
Montreal’s Plateau distriet - 
with everything even more of a 
bargain due to the exehange rate. 

There eomes a time, how- 
ever, when even I have to say no 
to shops - to eat. I eouldn’t bluff 
being a Montrealer without 
testing their bagels; the eity 
elaims to run rings (pun in- 
tended) around New York for 
the best ones in the world. (In 
true Freneh tradition, their 
proud of their bread here). 

Montreal bagels are ehewier 
and sweeter than the New Y ork 
variety. They’re also smaller, 
with a proportionately larger 
hole, and have a notieeable 
gloss, as they’re dipped in 
honey or malt- sweetened wa- 
ter. 

Montrealers debate the mer- 
its of St-Viateur Bagels over 
Fairmount Bagels (the two 
main stores here). I took a shine 
to the former, where you ean see 
the bagels being baked in a wood 
oven, feel the warm air from the 
flames and smell that doughy 
aroma.

canned and opened in front of 
your very eyes). 

Montrealers’ approach to 
food (at least at the extreme end) 
parallels their attitude to fash- 
ion: presentation and descrip- 
tion takes second place to 
warmth - in a literal and figura- 
tive sense. 

A lettuce leaf won’t warm 
you up in winter or stir your 
taste buds; whereas pickled 
venison tongue - or a fresh ba- 
gel - is much better comfort 
food. Similarly, a pale, flouncy 
dress might look pretty, but the 
wearer might get cold, and it 
doesn’t invoke the same cheery 
spirit in an onlooker that one of 
Veronique’s coats might. 

Plus, in both fashion and cui- 
sine, creativity counts - not in a 
garish, attention- seeking way, 
but in a celebratory, enthusias- 
tic one. 

The city does cater well for 
the masses. There’s great High 
Street shopping in a much more

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Relax - don’t be a 
hyper parent 

Childhood has become more of a rat race than ever before - and some of the pressure is 
caused by today’s hyper-parents who have soaring expectations of their children. We 
speak to the author of a new book, Under Pressure, about how and why parents should 
give their children time and space just to be children. 



Ask the expert... 

Q: “I know breastfeeding’s good for my baby, but can it 
improve her intelligence too?”

A: Phyll Buchanan, Depart- 
ment of Health Infant feeding 
Best Praetiee Adviser, says: 
“We know breastfeeding is 
good for babies and their moth- 
ers but the effeet of 
breastfeeding on brain devel- 
opment and intelligenee has 
been less eertain. 

“A new study has just found 
that at the age of six-and-a- 


half, exelusively breastfed ehil- 
dren seored 5.9 points higher on 
average in tests of overall intel- 
ligenee and 7.5 points higher in 
tests of verbal intelligenee. 

“The Canadian seientists eon- 
ducting the study said it was un- 
elear whether the benefits of 
breastfeeding were due to the 
breastmilk itself or the proeess, 
whieh ineludes inereased eontaet 


between mother and baby (or 
both). 

“The study also found that 
the effeet on IQ was enhaneed 
by inereased duration of exelu- 
sive breastfeeding. Babies 
who were exelusively 
breastfed for six months ap- 
pear to have the highest IQs. 

“There are other reasons to 
think about breastfeeding too; 
babies who aren’t breastfed 
are many times more likely to 
aequire ear, ehest or stomaeh 
infeetions in the first year, and 
are more likely to beeome 
obese in later ehildhood. In ad- 
dition, mothers who don’t 
breastfeed have an inereased 
risk of breast and ovarian ean- 
eers and may find it more dif- 
fieult to return to their pre- 
pregnaney weight.” 

This year’s National 
Breastfeeding Awareness 
Week (May 1 1 - 1 7) is eneour- 
aging breastfeeding mothers 
to aeeess support whieh ean 
help them breastfeed for 
longer.

Three Ways 
To... Help make 
a teenager 
self-sufficient 

1 . Teaeh them how to make 
their favourite dishes and eook 
vegetables, and how to clean 
plaees like the kitehen and 
bathroom properly. 

2. Make sure they know to 
separate eolours in the laundry, 
what temperature to put a wash 
on, and how mueh washing 
powder and fabrie eonditioner 
to use. 

3. Give them a small sewing 
kit and teaeh them how to mend 
a hem and sew buttons on. 
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Modem parents want their 
ehildren to have the best of eve- 
rything, and be the best at eve- 
rything. But to aehieve that, 
many of them beeome ‘hyper 
parents’ eaught in a quagmire 
of eompetitiveness and high- 
aehievement - whieh ean leave 
their ehildren without a ehanee 
to enjoy simply being a ehild. 

Instead, they need to relax 
and just let their kids be, says 
Carl Honore, author of new 
book Under Pressure [Orion 
Books, £16.99], whieh eneour- 
ages parents to ease off and just 
tmst their instinets. 

Honore explains: “Hyper- 
parenting is good parenting run 
amok. It starts in a very natural 
and noble plaee, which is to do 
the best for our ehildren, but in 
the last generation that’s 
morphed into something ex- 
treme, where we feel under 
pressure to push, polish and pro- 
teet our kids. 

“There’s a strange kind of 
frenzy around ehild-rearing 
now, where we feel there are 
just two options - one is that 
your ehild is in Mensa by nine 
and on the Sunday Times Rieh 
List by 22, and the other option 
is that they drop out and sleep 
under a bridge. 

“There’s a strange all-or- 
nothing mania attaehed to to- 
day’s parenting.” 

He says sueh hyper-parenting 
manifests itself in all aspeets of 
ehild-rearing, from sereaming 
on the touehlines at youth foot- 
ball matehes, to parents miero- 
managing their ehildren ’s 
sehedules. 

However, he aeknowledges 
that it’s not just parents who are 
to blame for the eurrent eulture 
- the advertising industry, offi- 
eials who set targets for ehil- 
dren ’s every waking move, and 


the media have a lot to answer 
for too. 

“I’m not trying to blame or 
demonise parents - we’re as 
mueh vietims of this eultural 
shift as anyone else,” stresses 
Honore. 

He suggests parents should 
take a more laid-baek approaeh 
to ehild-rearing by starting with 
the “weird paradox” of schedul- 
ing unseheduled time. 

“Set aside at least an hour a 
day when ehildren are left to 
their own deviees to do things 
like make mud pies or kiek a 
football. 

“All the research shows that 
unstmctured, free play is just 
what kids need. It’ s where they 
work out how to think ereatively , 
how to get on with eaeh other and 
how to have fun and work out 
who they are, rather than who we 
want them to be.” 

He also suggests parents 
should strive to “take at least a 
week’s breather from the ava- 
lanehe of parenting adviee” 
available, beeause “it ends up 
eroding our eonfidence rather 
than building it.” 

When it eomes to ehildren’ s 
extra-eurrieular aetivities, he 
says parents should try dropping 
them off and leaving them to take 
part in elubs alone. 

“Just ereate some distanee and 
ease off some of the pressure 
ehildren feel when their parents 
are hovering.” 

And instead of wrapping their 
kids in eotton wool, parents 
should think about how old they 
were when they took ‘risks’ like 
walking to the park alone, and 
let their own ehildren do it at a 
similar age. 

“There are no more paedo- 
philes than there were 25 years 
ago, and a lot of roads are aetu- 
ally safer beeause of traffie ealm- 


ing measures. 

“In a lot of ways it’s no more 
dangerous than it was before. 
The trouble is we think it is be- 
eause of the media eoverage 
whieh feeds into this eulture of 
fear.” 

F inally, Honore says that par- 
ents who want to “take a step off 
this manie treadmill” should 
make an effort to find other par- 
ents who feel the same. 

“There’s a lot of them out 
there. Often everybody’s think- 
ing the same thing - “How did 
we get here and what ean we do 
to get out of it?” - but who ’ s go- 
ing to take the first step? 

“It’s very hard to buck the 
trend and it takes eourage, but 
ultimately it’s a lot more satis- 
fying and it’s a lot better for the 
ehildren. 

“Relax and trust your in- 
stinets, shut out the pressure 
from outside, and it will be okay. 

“A lot of the joy of being a 
parent will eome baek when you 
ease off a bit, and your kids will 
be a lot more prepared for life in 
general.”

New Cot Death 
Reserch 

New research has found 
that around a quarter of cot 
deaths could be prevented if 
sleeping babies’ heads 
didn’t become covered with 
bedclothes. 

The study by researchers from 
Bristol and Auekland Universi- 
ties found that the average oe- 
eurrenee of head eovering in 
babies who died from Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome was 
24.6%. 

The findings have been wel- 
eomed by the Foundation for the 
Study of Infant Deaths (FSID), 
whieh advises that babies should 
be plaeed with their feet to the foot 
of the eot, with the bedelothes 
firmly tueked in and no higher 
than their shoulders so they ean’t 
wriggle under the eovers. 

Professor George Hayeoek, 
F SID’s seientifie adviser, sug- 
gests a lightweight baby sleep- 
ing bag may be a safer alterna- 
tive to blankets, and adds: “We 
know that too mueh bedding and 
elothing, as well as overly warm 
rooms and poor ventilation, are 
assoeiated with eot death. 

“Therefore, it’s very impor- 
tant that parents follow our ad- 
viee and never use a duvet or 
quilt if their baby ’ s under a year 
old.” 

Cot death is the biggest killer 
of babies over one month old in 
the UK, elaiming the lives of 
around 300 infants every year. 
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Children learn 
by building up 
ideas, de.veloping 
orientation skills 
and; 'in particular, 
by making mistakes 
and starting all over 
again.

After the huge success of 
Rock in Rio in Brazil, 
Roberto Medina decided to 
organize a festival of the 
same stature in Lisbon. The 
decision to maintain the 
name Rock in Rio was 
controversial, and detractors

It might have started out as a rather gentle BBC answer to Midsomer Murders, but this 
long-running detective series has got tough in its recent outings and this offering serves 
up emotional turmoil and visceral violence in spades. The series opens with upper-crust 
Dl Thomas Lynley struggling to come to terms with his wife’s death, having given up seeing 
the police counsellor and now drinking heavily. It is 12 years since Lynley’s five-year-old 
godson, Justin Oborne, went missing from the Obornes’ country estate. Lynley receives 
a call from Justin’s father, Sam; Justin’s body has finally been found in a drain covered 
by bricks. DS Mike McCaffrey was in charge of the case and a family friend of the Obornes, 
so Lynley sets about helping him with his renewed enquiry. Sam and Vivienne Oborne’s 
daughter, Julia, has become estranged to them; she couldn’t accept them moving on from 
Justin’s death. She has started a new life in Rome and refuses to come home for Justin’s 
funeral, but Lynley volunteers to go to Rome to fetch her. On returning to London they 
drown their sorrows in a local wine bar and Julia seduces the older man. Lynley is awoken 
to police storming his apartment; Julia is dead on the pavement below. DS Tate pegs Lynley 
as her prime suspect. Can the broken-hearted cop clear his name?

On The Anvil 


During American History 
week at our school, my hus- 
band played the part of a sil- 
versmith as he taught students 
about this important trade in 
early America. Wondering 
what the difference is between 
a silversmith and a blacksmith, 
I consulted an online encyclo- 
pedia. 

According to the informa- 
tion I found, there is quite a dif- 
ference between the two. Un- 
like blacksmiths, silversmiths 
do not shape the metal while it 
is red-hot. Instead, they work 
the metal at room temperature 
with a series of gentle and care- 
fully placed hammerblows. 
The silversmith starts with a 
flat piece of metal, placing it on 
an anvil, a hard, massive block 
used as a support while he con- 
tinues his process of chiseling, 
hammering and transforming 
it. 

"'Anvil ” litterally means 
"that on which something is 
beaten.” Over time the phrase 
“on the anvil” has come to 
mean anything in the making, 
being created, or in production. 

In his book titled. On The 
Anvil . Max Lucado illustrates 
how God puts us on His anvil 
in order to reshape us into His 
image. The metal cannot 
change without a pounding 
process. Our lives are no dif- 
ferent. If we want God to use 
us, there will come times when 


we need to feel the pounding 
of His hammer. Experiencing 
this reshaping is painful. Yet, 
anvil time is not something we 
should seek to avoid. To avoid 
the anvil is to avoid God's 
working in our lives. A tool is 
only useful if it is rightly 
formed. A dull ax or a bent 
screwdriver need attention in 
order to be useful. We are no 
different. 

God sees the bigger picture 
that is our life from eternity's 
perspective. He knows when 
we need reshaping and He 
knows what tasks He must 
prepare us to face in our fu- 
tures. The trials through which 
He allows us to pass are never 
wasted. If we allow Him to. He 
will use all of life's circum- 
stances to bring glory and 
honor to Himself. That is, in 
fact, why He created us and 
why He leaves us here on earth; 
to magnify Him and lift Him up 
for all the world around us to 
see.

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Cristiano Ronaldo wins Champions 
League and Golden Boot award 



Portuguese internationals Cristiano 
Ronaldo and Nani lifted the Champions 
League title on Wednesday night after 
beating rivals Chelsea 6-5 on penalties after 
the game had ended 1-1 after extra-time 
had been played, capping a fine week for 
Ronaldo, who was also awarded the 
Golden Boot. 


Cristiano Ronaldo had scored 
the opener in the final, but undid 
some of his good work when he 
became the only Manchester 
United player to miss from the 
penalty spot. But misses by 
Chelsea captain John Terry and 
striker Nicolas Anelka ensured 
the English champions extend 
their reign across Europe. 

Meanwhile, Manchester 
United’s Portuguese 

international made history by 
being the first winger ever to win 
the highly prized Golden Boot 
award. 

Cristiano Ronaldo’s dream 
season was marked by his first 
hat-trick, against Newcastle, and 
scored twice on eight separate 
occasions. 

His scoring spree only started 
the eighth match of the season, 
but since then, his record has 
been outstanding, averaging one 
goal per match in the whole 
season, finishing only six games 


without scoring, of which two 
he played fewer than thirty 
minutes. 

After winning the Champions 
League, with Manchester 
United, on Wednesday, the 
famous number 7 now has two 
trophies under his belt, the 
Premiership and Champions 
League, the ‘Golden Boot’ 
award, and possibly EIEA Player 
of the Year, with great prospects 
of winning the ‘Golden Ball’ 
after such a magnificent 
performance throughout the 
season. 

Other Portuguese players to 
feature on the winners list of the 
Golden Boot award are Eusebio, 
who won the first award in the 
1967/68 season for Benfica, and 
getting the double later in 72/ 
73. 

Eernando Gomes is another 
Portuguese player to receive the 
award twice, for PC Porto, in 
82/83 and 84/85.
